Waves of Nazi Planes Dive-Bomb [Big U.S. Bombers 
Rome Beachhead; Hospital Hit {Shatter Frankfurt

Two Nazi fighter bombers at- 
tacked a U.S. evacuation hospital 
on the beachhead in bright sun- 
light Monday, killing at least 22 
persons and wounding 63, includ- 
ing U.S. nurses, Associated Press 
war.cofrespondent Daniel de Luce 
said in a front dispatch, and the 
death toll threatened to rise. 

De Luce said it was a deliberate 
attack, for the hospital was 
plainly marked with red crosses 
and lay a mile from any major 
military target: 

British and U.S. troops further 
consolidated their positions in the 
beachhead, and the Germans 
strengthened their force thrown

In Massive Attack -

LONDON (AP)—United States 
heavy bombers thundered explo 
sives on Frankfurt again today 
and the fury of their attack left 
no doubt that the obliteration of 
another great German manufac 
turing centre was well begun. 

While the bombers made their 
400-mile penetration of Germany 
under the protection of long- 
range fighters, an independent 
force of heavyweights droned 
across the Channel to join swift 
flights of U.S. Marauders and 
British Typhoons and Hurricanes 
in a .concentrated pounding of 
targets In northern France. 

Frankfurt, a city of 500,000 
near the junction of- the . Main 
and the Rhine rivers, already had 
been severely damaged by three 
heavy R.A.F. night attacks when 
more than 800 U.S. bombers 
struck-it-in--daylight--with 1,800 
| tons of explosivés last Jan. 29. 
Another punishing attack was 
| delivered in daylight Feb. 4 and 
the follow-up today emphasized 
Allied determination to wipe out 
the city “with its railroad yards, 
aircraft component factories and 
chemical plants. 
| MOSQUITOES IN RAID 
The daylight air offensive came 
| after the R.A.F.’s swift Mosqui- 
toes had bombed unspecified ob- 
jectives in western Germany 
Monday night-for the sixth time 
in seven nights. 

The U.S. heavies now -have con- 
ducted 10 major operations in 12 
winter days—indicativeof the 
growing strength of the Amer- 
jean air force. now numbering 
more than 2,000-heavy bombers 
in the United Kingdom. 

The mediums went out today 
with a strong escort of R.A.F., 
Dominion and Allied Spitfires.

Nazis Lose Last Dneiper Hold 


7 Divisions Meet 
Death in Defence 
Of Nikopol City 


LONDON (AP)—The Russian 
army has liquidated the German 
bridgehead at Nikepol, driving 
the Germans “from: ‘their last 
stronghold east of the Dnieper 
River, and has captured the city 
of Nikipol itself on the right bank 
of the river, Moscow announced 
tonight. 

In a four-day offensive the 
Russians inflicted heavy defeat 
on seven enemy infantry divi- 
sions,” said an order of the day 
issued by ‘Marshal Stalin, broad- 
cast from Moscow and recorded 
by the Soviet monitor here. 

The mines of the Nikopol area 
produce most of the manganese, 
a steel-hardening element that 
has beet used by the German war 
machine. Hence the defenders of 
the area had fought bitterly to re- 
tain their hold. The Russian com- 
munique Monday night told how 
the Germans there were heing

Cut Cherkasy Pocket 
To 40 Square Miles 


MOSCOW (AP)—One hundred 
miles north of Nikopol, the Ist 


j and 2nd Ukrainian armies under 


Gen. Nikolai Vatutin and Gen, 
Ivan S, Konev, have reduced the 
Nazi-held Cherkasy pocket to ap- 
proximately 40 square miles by 
capturing five fortified towns 
within its outer fringe. The Rus- 
sians planted their artillery 
within shelling range of German 
airfields which heretofore had 
offered the sole means of escape 
to survivors of the 100,000 troops 
originally penned in this Russian 
death trap. 

An earlier front-line dispatch’ 
said -great disorder prevailed in 
bottledup Nikopol, with the 
stfeets clogged with loaded 
trucks and the cars of German 
officers as the Russians cut off 
the garrison from escape to the 
west while on the east other Red 
Army units battered their way 
into the city, 

The dispatch reported the 
“slaughter”, of German troops 
who tried to escape across the 
mud flats of the Dnieper south 
and southwest of Nikopol. 

Low-flying Stormoviks con- 
tinuously raked the streets of 
the city with--deadly fire; Iz 
vestia said there were 22 wrecked 
German tanks and 1,600 dead at 
the gates of the city.

Says McNaughton

OTTAWA (CP) — The Even- 
ing Journal said this afternoon in 
a newspage story it had learned 
from “reliable sources” that Lt» 
|Gen. A. G. L. McNaughton, for- 
mer commander of the Canadian 
army overseas, is “likely to be 
taken into the cabinet as Minister 
of Reconstruction.” 

Noting that Gen. McNaughton 
had conferred for several hours 
with Prime Minister King, Mon- 
day, in their first meeting since 
the general's return from Britain, 
the paper added: 

“Gen. McNaughton’s qualifica- 
tions for the Ministry of Recon- 
struction, it is pointed out, are of 
the highest order. He. is still 
president. of the National Re- 
search Council.

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U.S. Warns Finland 
To Get Out of War 
Before Too Late. 


WASHINGTON (AP) — State 
Secretary Cordell Hull disclosed 
today that the United States re- 
cently renewed its warning to.the 
government of Finland to get out 
ot the war or accept the conse- 
quences of continuing to fight on 
the side of Germany. 

The action was the first taken 
by this government with respect 
to Finland for some time and 
suggested the Finns might be 
under an Allied diplomatic as 
well as military offensive to 
force them out of the war. 

The Secretary was asked at a 
press conference for information 
on..Stockholm, reports. that there 
had recently been an exchange of 
communications between the U.S. 
and Finland on the Finnish po 
sition, ’ 

The U.S. government, Hull re- 
plied, has recently taken occasion 
to say to the Finnish govern 
ment, as it has on a number of 
occasions in the past, that the 
responsibility for the conse- 
quendées oY Finiland’s “collabora- 
tion with Germany and continu- 
ance in a state of war with a 
number of this country’s allies, 
including .the.

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PROTECT YOURSELF 
CARING FOR PATIENT

Take care of your own self, too, 
when you are caring for a person 
with a communicable disease. 

Protection from the coughs and 
sneezes of the patient is import 
ant. So by all means avoid the 
droplets from your patient’s nose 
and throat. It has been proved 
that germs from coughs and 
sneezes travel as far as six feet 
if they are unchecked. 

Older children. and adults 
should have been taugut to cover 
the mouth and nose as a routine 
habit. In case of younger chil- 
dren, the doctor may suggest that 
you wear a clean mask of cotton 
gauze over your riose and mouth 
for protection. But be sure that it 
is changed often enough to keep 
it clean and dry or it will do more 
harm than good, both to you and 
to your patient. 

Another thing” you “can do to 


| protect yourself is to wear a cov- 


erall’ apron’ of some kirid over 
your clothing when you are giv- 
ing bedside care. You will fee} 
better about going back to your 
other work if you take the apron 
off and hang: it~ inside-the -bed 
room, conveniently near the door, 
when you leave the sick room. 
You will be less likely to carry 
germs.to-.other members of the 
family, and your house dress will 
‘be cleaner because it ‘has been 
protected from-contact with the 
sick.

ease, Always wash your hands 
thoroughly after waiting on your 
patient or handling anything that 
has-been-in-his-_room,-You-must 
use “soap and water, of course;

Soap and water 
should also be used in cleaning 
the thermometer. They are good 
ammunition: against germs. 
Germ may collect under your 
finger nails, so clean them fre- 
quently, Tooth picks make good 
finger naii-cleaners and have the 


| advantage of cheapness and dis 


posability. Never put your hands 
to your face when you are tak- 
ing care of a person with a com 
municable disease. The germs of 
many communicable diseases gain 
entrance to the body through the 
nose ‘and mouth. The eyes, too, 
may easily become infected by 
soiled hands.

“My idea is to try to curtail 
juvenile delinquency,” the chief 
said-in part.
